SOME HIBDEN PLAN IS ROW FEARED 


President Is Roundly Criticised by 
Some of His Own Party Men, and 
They Are Now Gradually 
Losing Faith in Him 
at Last.

Washington, April 6.—(Special.)—Is there 
a nigger in the wood pile? 

All Washington is asking that question 
tonight. Does the delay in sending the 
message of the president to congress mean 
that there has been another change in the 
presidential policy or some recent highly 
important developments bearing upon the 
situation of which congress and the public 
are kept in ignorance? Many people are 
positive that there has been some develop- 
ment which does necessitate a change in 
policy. So completely has the administra- 
tion been made a tool of by the Spanish 
diplomats that almost everybody is willing 
to believe that the inability of General Lee 
and other Americans to get away from 
Cuba is the ostensible but not the real 
reason for the delay. é 

In this connection it is worthy of note 
that the president had before him yester- 
day exactly the same state of facts with 
regard to the necessities of the Americans 
in Cuba’that he had before him today. Yes- 
terday General Lee pointed out that it 
would be.impossible for all of them to leave 
the island before April 10th. In the face 
of this statement, the president announced 
to hfs. cabinet and to the country that his 
message should certainly go to congress 
some time today. 

Today, with the same representations 
from Havana before him, he changes com- 
pletely around and declares that delay un- 
til Monday is a matter of life and‘ death 
to those Americans. With great solemnity 
he declares: 

“T would not have the blood of 
Fitzhugh Lee on my hands for every 
Spaniard and every Cuban in the Car- 
ibbean sea.”’ 

He is doubtless sincere in the sentiment. 
A great many other people feel the same 
way. But the solemnity of his utterance 
has not succeeded in dispelling the idea 
that the safety of General Lee and other 
Americans ts being used just now for all it 
is worth to hide something else. 

Something May Be Hidden. 

Just what something else is it is 
difficult to The administration offi- 
cials are ‘giving out with great emphasis 
that there are no negotiations pending with 
Madrid, But those who look beneath the 
surface, and especially those who are fa- 
millar with the various steps taken by 
Spanish diplomats during the several pe- 
riods in which this very question has been 
under consideration between the two coun- 
tries, are laying considerable stress upon 
the advices from Madrid which indicate 
that Spain either has granted an armis- 
tice to the Cuban insurgents or that the 
Spariish government is taking steps look- 
ing to that end. 

The administration policy, as disclosed in 
the representations that have been through 
the regular diplomatic chanmels and as 
given out to the public, is for intervention. 
That intervention is based on the cruel and 
inhumane warfare going on in Cuba. The 
charge is first met by Spain by the revoca- 
tion of the inhumane Weyler orders, now 
the second step ts taken in the shape of an 
armistice. 

If that is granted and accepted, or even 
if the tender {s made by Spain, there is 
no excuse left for war unless it is based 
on the Maine. Perhaps it is knowledge of 
this fact that has caused the delay. The 
administration declarations are confined 
absolutely to consideration for the safety 
of the Americans; but there are excellent 
reasons to believe that something of great- 
er importance to the administration, if not 
to the country, is back of it all. 

As to General Lee. 

There is no doubt of the genuineness of 
General Lee’s requests for delay. These 
requests were disclosed to members. of the 
senate and house, who had gory to the 
White house to learn if the ruméts. a de- 
lay were true.

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the foreign relations committees had gone 
to the white house to see him. To these 
President McKinley showed telegrams from 
General: Lee requesting in strong terms 
that the president do not send his message 
to congress until next Monday. In these 
messages General Lee declared that if the 
crisis is precipitated before then, he will 
not be responsible for the lives of Ameri- 
cans in Cube. 

Yesterday’ afternoon the state depart- 
ment had informed General Lee that it was 
necessary for him to leave Havana by 1 
o'clock today. Today’s telegrams from 
him were, however, on the line of his early 
requests of yesterday tn which he declared 
that it would be neessary to wait until 
the 10th before all the Americans could be 
removed from the island. 

It is understood that he supplemented his 
request by stating that at least one of the 
American consuls had not yet been reach- 
ed by the notice sent to him, and that 
other Americans could not possibly get to 
Havana before Saturday... In the face of 
these requests congress must of necessity 
rest quietly even under the aggravation of 
further delay, 

Democrats Are Impatient. 

Were it not that the request was exactly 
of the nature that it is the democrats in 
congress would not refrain from urging ac- 
lion. Were it not that the telegrams were 
themselves placed in evidence many re 
publicans say that they would not remain 
quiet. As one of the leading republicans 
In the house said: ‘‘We are willing in this 
matter to trust Lee when we would not 
trust the president.’’ The Lee request is 
genuine and it ts good ground for a few 
more days’ delay. 

Of course the peace contingent is again 
happy and is placing its money on the 
peace side of the market. These people 
are like drowning men grasping at straws 
and they figure that every hour's delay in 
warding off the crisis helps toward a peace- 
ful solution of the difficuities, 

Coincident with the announcement that 
the message would not come today there 
was set on float a rumor to the effect that 
negotiations had again been opened with 
Spain. So far as I am able to find out 
“there is no truth in this rumor that nego- 
tiations have bee. begun. 

Might Massacre Americans. 

It is made to appear that any action at 
this time might lead to a murder of Amer- 
icans, and in the face of such a presenta- 
tion of the case to force action would be 
dangerous. 

The president cannot escape and does 
not escape criticism and condemnation for 
this state of affairs, however. It {s a fatt 
that McKinley’s wobbling policy or lack 
of policy is -entirely responsible for the 


] state of affatrs that now exists. 


McKinley To Blame. 
When the criticism is advanced that he 
certainly ought to have known a. week 


_ ago what his message would say and to 


it would lead and that the 


Americans should then have been warned 
to ge ae his defenders can only say 
that a ek ago he did not know what he 
was going to say. This is the pitiable and 
pitiful fact. He did not know then; be- 
cause he has had at no time a définite 
policy or a definite purpose—even so late 
as this morning he made changes, and I 
am told important changes, in the word- 
ing of his message. His indecision has 
become a common joke even among those 
who are looked upon as his chief defend- 
ers. Men like Grosvenor and others who 
have always been administration men will, 
when asked where the president stands, 
Say that they could only vouch for his 
policy up to midnight of the night before, 
as they had not seen him since, and did 
not know who had seen him last. If Me- 
Kinley had had a policy a week ago or 
two weeks ago the Americans in Cuba 
could have been informed what to expect— 
but he had none and they, like the rest of 
us, have heen held in suspense. 


General Lee in the Dark. 

In this connection it may be recalled that 
only a day or two ago General Lee was 
quoted in Havana dispatches as declaring 
that he had not heard a word from Wash- 
ington in several days. Why was it that 
he was not kept informed of this impending 
message? He seems to have had no in- 
formation concerning it until just on the 
eve of the date it was scheduled to appear 
in congress. All of these circumstances 
seem to give warrant for the belief that it 
was intended by the administration to use 
Lee as an excuse for further delay. Of 
course he is not party to this and is acting 
in good faith, but the burden of the delay 
is being placed on his shoulders. And, of 
course, too, congress has no other alterna- 
tive than to acquiese in this delay with 
the facts as they have been presented. 

They Rush to Capitol. 

The capitol was the storm center today. 
As early as 8 o'clock people with tickets of 
admission were standing in line at the gal- 
lery entrance and a few minutes after the 
doors were opened at 9 o'clock there was 
no standing room inside. Thousands of 
people were unable to obtain seats or even 
met a chance to look at the senate and 
the house. Ordinarily the visitor who has a 
card to one of the private galleries can find 
a place, even on the days of:the greatest 
crushes, but today’s crowd excelled any- 
thing that has been seén on the hill in 
years. 

Senators and representatives who had ta- 
ken their families to the capitol as late as 
11 o’clock serene in the feeling that even 
if there were a great crowd there their 
influence would be sufficient to secure ad- 
mittance for their own were disappointed. 
I am told that Mrs. Bailey, the wife of the 
democratic leader of the house, was one 
of these who were turned away. indeed, 
so bitter and so general was the disappoint- 
ment that it forced the committee on rules 
of the house to devise a new plan of ad- 
mission, by which daily tickets are to be 
isstied instead of those good for the session, 
as has been the custom, and only tickets to 
the extent of the capacity of the galleries 
are to be given out each day. 

No Message Came. 

When congress assembled at noon it 
was with the positive understanding that 
the message would not be delayed later 
than 1 o'clock. Shortly afterwards, how- 
ever, there came rumors of delay, first for 


what end 
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an. hour, then for two hours, and finally 
culminating in the announcement from the 
white house that there would be no mes?age 
at all. At the senate this information 
was finally transmitted by Seuator Davis | 
to his colleagues through the medium of an 
executive session. In the house it was 
passed around on both sides o he cham- 
ber, and while there was Sa aa dis- 
cussion of its meaning, there was nothing 
said about ‘it from the floor. 
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MONEY BY THE MILLIONS 


Could Be Raised by Popular Subscrip- 
tion if Needed. 

Washington, April 6.—Several officials af 
the administration called informally at the 
white house tonight and had conferences 
with the president. Secretaries Long, Bliss, 
Alger and Attorney General Griggs were 
among those who saw the president, but 
all left the executive mansion early and 
the president retired before 11 ,o'clock. 
None of them would discuss the situation. 

Assistant Secretary of State Day passed 
about half an hour with the .president, and 
as he left the white house was asked hy an 
Associated Press representative whether 
the state department had received in- 
formation concerning the report that Can- 
sul General Lee had left: Havana, He fre- 
pitied no such information had been 
ceived and the department was not inform- 
ed that there had been rioting today in 
that city. Beyond this statement he de- 
clined to go. 

Early in the evening the president had a 
long conference with John A. MeCall, of 
New York: Mr. ‘McCall is understood to 
have assured the president that the gov- 
ernment would be put to no embarrass- 
ment by a lack of money with which to 
prosecute a war. 

It is said upon excellent authority that 
Mr. McCall expressed to the president that 
within forty-eight hours he could raise 
among the financial institutions bf New 
York alone $300,000,000, which the govern- 
ment could Rave upon its own terms, and 
that if a popular subscription were called 
for $500,000,000 could be obtained in a few 
days.

GARCIA IS 


Crosses the Trocha with His Men To 
Join Gomez. 

Havana, April 6, via Key West.—News 
has been received from reliable source 
that General Calixto Garcia, after desul- 
tory fighting with General Prando in the 
province of Puerto Principe, had evaded 
Prando and with 1,000 men had reached the 
Moron Juraco trocha. Many of his men are 
cavalry. It is believed that by this time 
Genera] Garcia has crossed the trocha in 
the vicinity of the plantation of San Nicho- 
las and been joined by General Maximo 
Gomez, and that these combined forces, 
making fully 4,000 men, are now en route 
for the provinces of Matanzas and Ha- 
vana on the long-threatened raid for which 
arrangements were made by the mission 
from General Gomez sent westward prior 
to the conference in which the autonomists 
sought to induce General Garcia and other 
insurgent leaders to surrender. 


ON ADVANCE. 


Battleship Texas Joins Squadron. 

New York, April 6.—The battleship Texas 
sailed today to join the flying squadron at 
Hampton Roads. She cast off her line at 
the navy yard dock about 8 a. m., and pro- 
ceeded rapidly down East river and through 
the harbor to sea, followed by salutes of 
steam draft. 


Amphitrite To Go to Key West. 

Washington, April 6.—Captain Sampson's 
big war fleet at Key West will be stil 
further strengthened in a day or two by 
the arrival of the double turreted monitor 
Amphitrite which left Beaufort this morn-

Everything Wes in Readiness for 
Reception of Message, 


‘NEWS CAME OF MORE DELAY 


This Time It Was Asked Because Amer- 
Icans Were in Danger, 


A MASSACRE IN HAVANA IS FEARED 


Immense Crowd and Members of House 
Disappointed, but Had To Ac- 
“cept the Excuse Offered for 
the Non-Appearance of 
the Message. 


Washington, April 6.—Swift as a cannon’s 
flash changed the Cuban situation today. 

The galleries of congress were crowded, 
senators and representatives were anxious 
and agitated, and the European diplomatic 
force was in a ferment awaiting the mes- 
sage from the president of the United 
‘States to the congress and the American 
people that might mean a war when the 
excitement was at its highest. 

Like an electric flash word was passed 
that there would be no message today. Its 
suddenness stunned the people who heard 
the news in distorted form and amazed 
veteran members of congress. Ultimately 
it became known that not only would 
but that 
it was at least possible that the message 
written and approved might go to congress 
at all. 

Reasons Advancei for Delay. 

The first reason for the delay was that 
the administration received advices from 
Consul General Lee at Havana indicating 
that all Americans could not be got. off 
the island today and they would be in 
grave peril if the message preceded their 
departure. 

The second reason, and perhaps equally 
potent with the other, slowly drifted into 
public comprehension late in the day chiefly 
through the medium of published Asso- 
clated Press dispatches from Madrid, for 
extreme reticence Was maintained on the 
subject by the few in Washington who 
knew the facts—and even cabinet officers 
were unadvised on the subject. 

This important news was that the 
Spanish government, after what had 
plainly been the most exciting times 
in inner Spanish, circles at Madrid, had 
decided to reopen the case closed, so 
far as this government was concerned, 
by the refusal of Spain to make sat- 


isfactory response to the representa- 


—_ 


tions mate by the United States last 
week, and in order to avert impending 
war had decided to make concessions 
heretofore refused. 

What will be the final outcome it is too 
early to say. The aspect of affairs is cer- 
tainly considerably more pacific and suf- 
ficiently so to renew the hope of the presi- 
dent in a solution of the Cuban question 
satisfactory ta the American people, 
achieved without bloodshed, 

The details remain to be worked out, but 
it is expected that between now and Mon- 
day a clearer light will be thrown on tu- 
ture action. 

That Armistice of the Queen. 

The principal feature, at least, is the 
declaration of an armistice by the queen 
regent of Spain. This armistice, it is ex- 
pected, will lead to ultimate independence 
of Cuba from Spanish rule, but by what 
Intermediate steps perhaps even the gov- 
erning powers do not at this time know. 
Much, it is supposed, wil] depend upon 
the Cuban insurgents and the people of 
the two countries of the United States and 
Spain. 

The powers of Europe, material and 
moral, is is known, are bringing to 
bear all their influence on the govern- 
ment of Spain and are actively at work 
seeking by the wisest and most politic 
course necessary in view of the cir- 
cumstances and sentiments of the two 
great nations involved to bring peace 
out of the gathering war clouds. 

All the capitals of Europe have been in 
communication to this end, a fact evidenced 
by the assemblage at the British embassy 
in this city yesterday the representatives of 
tha six great powers of Europe, who then 
and there were made mutually acquainted 
with what had been done abroad and with 
the desire of those who accredited them to 
Washington that they should work in ac- 
cord here, this concert, however, in the 
United States not to go beyond a mitd 
tender of the good offices to secure peace 
and delay a definite declaration of war if 
hostilities finally became inevitable. 

At the White-House. 

The improved condition of affairs was re- 
flected throughout all public quarters: late 
in the day. It was manifested at the white 
house, among the cabinet officers and at 
the embassies and legations, including the 
Spanish legation. At the latter establish- 
ment Senor Polo said that while he could 
not disclose any of the information reach- 
ing him in an official character, yet he felt 
that the strain of a few hours ago wa6 
materially relieved and that the prospects 
for peace looked much brighter. He in no 
way confirmed, nor would he even discuss 
views entertained !n other high official 
quarters that Spain was slowly but surely 
yielding and confined his utterances to the 
general statement that conditions were im- 
proving. 

Accompanying the actual developmente 
of the day came a flood of report and ru- 
mor of a sensational character, little of it, 
however, having any authentic basis. The 
rumors of disturbance at Havana were not 
borne out by any official advices here. 


Announcement of Delay. 

The uncertainty following a great disap- 
pointment was the condition existing at 
the capito? at the close of the day when 
the expected did not happen. Senators and 
members were at sea as to what was 
coming next. 

While the message was awaited, 
there came a hurried summons of lead- 
ers of the senate and house to the 
white house and they were there in- 
formed that the message was to be 
withheld on the information received 
from Consul General Lee. 

The reasons he gave were deemed entire- 
ly satisfactory by all and Senator Davis 
informed the senate while the house lead- 
ers carried the news to that body that 
danger to American life was considered 


sufficient reason for action and operated 
in the postponement of all proposed meet- 
ings to consider the situation. 

The proposed armistice by Spain injected 
another feature into the discussien of the 
situafion and while some were very hepe- 
ful that a satisfactory solution of the 
problem might eventuate from it, the gen- 
eral feeling was that the conditions in 
Cuba, the determination of the’ insurgents 
to continue fighting until independence was 
recognized and the sentiment of the eoun- 
try in favor of Cuba’s independence of 
Spain, probably made overtures on this 
line too late. 

At the war and navy departments, 
in contrast to the feverish excitement of 
the past week the feeling was almost 
apathetic. While there was the usual! 
amount of routine attendant upon the 
recent work of preparation, things today 
gettled down to almost the nermal. No 
more contracts for new vessels were 
closed by the navy department and no 
changes in the stations of ships announced. 
Today was also noticeable for the absence 
of conferences of high officials and the 
great tide of visitors, congressmen, pub- 
lic men and contractors almost entirely 
disappeared. 

Disappointment Was Keen. 

After waiting patiently in the galleries 
and corridor of the house for many hours, 
many of them from 8 o’clock this morning 
until shortly before’3 o'clock this afternoon, 
the thousands who had come-to hear the 
president's Cuban message turned away 
weary and disgusted with disappointment. 

Never was there such disappointment at 
the capitol. The members _ felt it more 
keenly than the spectators, and for two 
hours afterwards they stood about the lob- 
bies discussing the latest phase of the 
situation. The newWs proposed an armistice 
which came on the heels of the announce- 
ment that General Lee had cabled for delay 
received quite as much attention as the 
request of General Lee. The debate in 
progress in the house over the army re- 


organization bill attracted little or no at-. 
tention. It was completely overshadowed 
by the more absorbing question. Consid- 
erable opposition to the bill developed on 
the ground that its provision for an exten- 
sion of the regular army in time of war 
to 104,000 men would be inimical to the 
National Guard and the volunteer forces 
upon which the country had heretofore re- 
lied in case of stress. There will be a 
strong effort to recommit the bill tomor- 
row. 
At 5 o'clock the house adjourned. 


SITUATION GRAVE AT MADRID. 


Disappointed Over Failure of the 
Pope’s Effort. 

London, April 7.—The ‘Madrid correspon- 
dent of The Times says: 

“There is no definite news, but the situa- 
tion becomes more stable in ita gravity. 
The telegrams from Rome indicate that 
the pope’s mediation is or, perhaps by this, 
was indefinite and undeveloped and that 


the assent of all parties concerned is as 
yet not accorded. It is said furthermore 
that his holiness will ask the queen regent 
to grant an armistice in, Cuba. Her 
majesty may do s0; but as no armistice is 


reported to‘have been asked for from the | 


rebel camp, the granting of it will not be 
easy. 

‘A ministerial crisis is talked of. No 
erisis of this naiure is ‘in immedtate pros- 
pect, but the shades of ministerial opinion 
are known to contrast with some sharp- 
ness. The Cuban ministry’s message to 
the insurgents is:thought here to be sail- 
ing as close to the wind as is safe.”’ 


THE MINES. 


BUSY LAYING 


All Harbors on Atlantic Coast To Be 
_ Protected. 

New York, April 6.—The engineering 
corps under the direction of Colonel Henry 
M. Robert has begun operations for the 
submarine mining of the entrances to New 
York and other harbors along the Atlantic 
coast. 

Detachments of engineers from Willets 
Point were today sent to Portland, Me.; 
Boston, Charleston, S. C.; Hampton Roads, 
Fort Wadsworth and Fort Hancock to lay 
cables and electrical apparatus ‘for the 
moving and operation of mines. Arrange- 
ments were being made today to receive 
the thirty-four rapid fire guns recently 
purchased abroad and due to arrive tomor- 
row on the cruiser New Orleans from 
England. The shipment weighs 0,000 
pounds and it is being arranged to eend 
two of the guns to each of the seventeen 
principal fortifications along the coast to 
be mounted as barbette guns. 

The most complete preparations have 
been made for the purchase and shipment 
of provisions and supplies to the various 
points at which they will be needed in 
case war is declared. No large purchases 
have been made as yet, but the department 
knows just where and in what quantities 
supplies are to be had, their cost and how 
quickly they can be delivered. 

A force of 10 men from Willets Point 
ha&S been ordered to be ready to leave the 
post at a half hour’s notice to assist in 
the work of preparing for the laying of 
mines and torpedoes between the Virginia 
capes at the entmance to Chesapeake bay. 


GUNS BOUGHT FROM FRENCH. 


Rapid Firing Guns and Ammunition 
Procured by United States. 
Paris, April 6—The United States gov-{ 
ernment has purchased in France a consid- 
erable quantity of ammunition and a num- 


ber of quick firing guns.

STORY TOLD BY YOUNG LEE 


Attempt Was Made To Blow Up the

Sailors on the Cruiser So Alarmed That 
They Slept Outside in the 
Small Boats.

Fitzhugh Lee, Jr., eldest 
General Lee, who intended leaving today 
to join his father in Havana, received @ 
telegram from the latter, saying: 

“Hold the fort for further orders.” 

In the Nght of press dispatches to hand 
this was construed to mean that General 
Lee expected to leave the Cuban capital 
without delay. His son thinks he will re- 
main in Key West a while unless ordered 
to Washington. 

Young Lee spent some weeks in Havana 
just after the Maine disaster. The cruiser 
Montgomery arrived there the same night 
he did, and when he ‘went aboard next 
morning the officers and men told him of 
their exciting experiences the night before, 
which bear out the belief that great dan- 
ger threatened the Montgomery. 

The cruiser was assigned a berth very 
near’ where the Maine went down. Soon 
after dark the officers and men were 
startled by a rapping against the side or 
bottom of the ship. Something was knock- 
ing there at a rate of 140 raps per minute 
and the crew conceived the idea that some 
Spanish mischief was at work below the 
ship. Captain Sigsbee, of the Maine, was 
aboard and at his suggestion divers were 
at once sent below to ascertain the cause 
of the rapping. They went to the bottom 
of the harbor and explored carefully every 
inch of territory below the ship. They 
were unable to locate a submarine mine 
or anything that seemed to threaten dam- 
age to the vessel. 

Their report did not, however, allay the 
fears of the seamen and all the machinery 
was stopped, but the noise coninued. The 
men became panic-stricken. The officers 
went below and turned in, but the crew 
would not follow. They piled in the small 
boats hanging from the davits of the ship 
and spent the night there. 

It was known to General Lee that there 
were mutterings among the Spanish volun- 
teers in Havana against the Montgomery, 
and finally he was given an intimation hy 
the Spanish officers that unless she was 
removed from the harbor by a certain time 
she would share the same fate as that of 
the Maine. 

General Lee forthwith communicated this 
intimation to Washington and recommend- 
ed that the boat be ordered back to Amer- 
ican waters. As a result an order was 
issued removing the Montgomery and she 
get sail at once for Key West.

Flagship Brooklyn Fires Its Guns To 
Test the Turret. 

Old Point Comfort, Va., April 6—The 
Brooklyn, flagship of the flying squadron, 
tried -her eight-inch guns today in order 
to test the new elevating apparatus des- 
tined ‘to give them greater range. The 
test was also made to see [f the turrets, 
after being materially changed, would 
stand the shock to which they are sub- 
jected. The. test, which was under the 
direction of Commodore Schley and Cap- 
tain Cook, was of a most satisfactory na- 
ture and Commodore Schley said the Brook- 
lyn was in the best of fighting trim. 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon the order 
“clear ship for action’’ was given and in 
thirty-five minutes every railing, every 
rope, capstan, anchor, small boats and 
loose hamper of every kind had been re- 
moved and the big cruiser stood out grim 
and defiant in the sunlight. The guns used 
were the forward eight-inch pair and the 
firing was under the direction of Lieutenant 
Commander Mason, with Lieutenant Rush 
in command of the turret. Commodore 
Schley and Captain Cook stood on the 
quarter deck to notice the vibration of 
the turret, which afterwards was declared 
to be at a minimum. 

The first shot was sent out with a ser- 
vice charge of eighty-five pounds of pow- 
der, the gun being-eleyated only five de- 
grees. The 200-pound shell left the muzzle 
of the gun at a velocity of 2,000 feet a 
second. It struck the water two and 
three-quarter miles from the ship, sending 
up a vast column of water. 

The second shot was with the full pow- 
der charge, 110 pounds, and sent the pro- 
jectile very nearly four miles. putting it

Washington, April 6.—(Spectal.)—The re- 
-publicans who had been talking Cuba were 
to have had a conference this evening at 8 
o'clock to come to some understanding as 
to the policy they woul@ pursue in view 
of the message of the president, but 4s 
that message did not materialize there was 
no meeting, For the same reason the 
house committee on foreign affairs, which 
had been contingently called for this even- 
ing, did not meet. There are the strong- 
est assurances from the white house that 
there is no tinge of peace to this delay. 
The message will, we are assured, pre- 
sent such a case against Spain as will nec- 
essarily result in war. The president still 
hopes that congress will place in his hands 
discretionary power, but there is no next 
to no chance of this. The house republi- 
cans might be whipped into line on such 
a proposition, but there is little chance of 
anything of the kind going through the 
senate, Some of the strongest republicans 
in the senate are pronounced against such 
a policy. It looks as if the republicans 
realize that they will not be able to crowd 
an intervention but not independence pol- 
Icy down the throat of congress. They 
see that at best this is the flimsiest sug- 
gestion and the most dengerous in its possi- 
ble results to this country and to that end 
their present plan seems to be to iIncorpor- 
ate in the resolutions a sort of a declara- 
tion for Cuban independence which will 
fall short of recognition of the Cuban re- 
public. This plan has been determined 
upon by the republicans of the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. The proposition 
is that the United States shall declare the 
independence of the people of Cuba from 
the government of Spain. 

Apology for Independence. 

The exact wording of the resolution has 
not been determined upon, but ‘“‘the inde- 
pendence of the people of Cuba from the 
government of Spain’’ is the idea to be set 
forth. This, you will see, is far short of 
recognition of the Cuban republic. The log- 
ical result of this idea, if put into effect 
would be to leave it to this government 
after the cessation of a war to recognize 
the autonomist government, if it so desired, 
and ignore altogether ,the men who are 
doing the fighting. 

There is a general belief that this might 
also open up the way for an annexation 
proposition. 

Foreign Ambassadors Meet. 

A meeting of some of the representatives 
of the foreign powers which was held yes- 
terday at the British legation has created 
all kinds of gossip and talk in diplomatie 
circles today, The story that such a meet- 
ing was held was carefully kept from the 
public untll today, when it leaked out 
through diplomatic sources, According to 
this story the ambassadors and ministers 
of Great Britain, Germany, France, Aus- 
tria and Italy were at the conference 
and as the result of it the terms of a note 
to be presented to the United States sug- 
gesting the friendly offices of these powers 
were agreed upon. 

There has been no such note presented 
and there may not be now, for the reason 
that its chief purpose was to secure a few 
days delay in the hope that European in- 
fluences might be brought upon Spain to 
insure her acceding to all the demands that 
the United States might make in the inter- 
est of permanent peace. As it 4s, there will 
be the few days delay any how. 

Of course any action by these represen- 
tives of the European nations must have 
been taken of the strength of instructions 
from their home governments. This move- 
ment is chiefly significant in showing the 
great length to which Europe is willing 
to g0, and it is upon this state of affairs 
that much of the peace talk is predicted. 
Of course the United States should not ac- 
cept any mediation from any source. 

Some Believe in Peace. 

There are not a few people in Washing- 
ton who tonight believe that there may 
still be peace. They do not believe that 
this will be brought about through any in- 
fluence that may ‘be exerted upon congress, 
for they know that congress, representing 
the feeling of the American people, is sick 
and tired of all this negotiation and waate 
of words, and wants to get down to bus- 
iness; but they are inclined to believe that 
there is still a chance of averting trouble 
by the European powers forcing Spain to

SENATORS VERY UNSETTLED,

Think the “Danger” Excuse Is but a 
Play for Delay. 
Washington, April 6.—The delay in the 
settlement of the Cuban question involved 
in the announcement today that the pres- 
ident’s message would provably not be 
sent to congress before next Monday was 
received in the serate with varying de- 
grees of favor or disfavor, depending 
largely upon the predilections and personal 
and political associations of the members. 
Senctors unite in the necessity for protect- 
ing the safety of General Lee and other 
American citizens in Cuba. Many, how- 
ever, were inclined to criticise because our 
citizens had not been removed heretofore, 
while others declared protecticn for them 

should have been sent to Havana. 

“Tt is a humiliating spectacle,’ said Sen- 
ator Quay, of Pennsylvania, “that with our 
fleet within ninety miles of Havana we 
are not able to protect our people in that 
port.”’ 

“That request,” said Senator Proctor, 
“merely illustrates the character of the peo- 
ple we are dealing with in this matter.” 

The intense Cuban sympathizers on both 
sides of the senate chamber were free in 
the expression of opinion that there was 
some motive for delay that did not appear 
on the surface. They did not question the 
good faith of the representation as to the 
danger of Americans in Cuba, but they 
agreed that there must have been other 
causes for the administration's course. 

When the Madrid bulletin stating the 
probability of an armistice in Cuba was 
made known they found it a.verification of 
their sumises, At one time during the af- 
ternoon indication was strong that the dis- 
satisfaction would find voice in the open 
Session of the senate, but those who felt 
disposed to discuss the question were re- 
strained largely from a feeling of delicacy 
because not fully certain of their ground, 

The conservative element did find en- 
cOuragement in the situation, They were 


not displeased oer the prospect of delay, 


but they expressed regret et the occasion 
forit. ‘““The publication of the fact of dan- 
ger to the Americans in Cuba,"’ said one 
of them, ‘‘will set the country aflame and 
the war spirit will be more rampant to- 
morrow than ever.’’ 

Atogether the day's proceedings had the 
effect of leaving the senate in an unsettled 
condition, but it also relieved the tension 
to a perceptible degree.

Twenty*five officers have left the 
city for the scene of the trouble, and as 
all of the roads are guarded by whitecaps, 
a pitched battle is expected to be fought 
before morning. The state militia may be 
called upon to quell the trouble and will 
doubtless have all the fighting it can at- 
tend to without going to Cuba.

ARMED INTERVENTION AT ONCE

Is What It Will Suggest—Post Says 
War Is Inevitable—No Media- 
tion from Any Source. 


Washington, April 6—The Washington 
Post’s summary of the situation to be 
printed tomorrow morning is as follows: 


“The temporary withholding of the presi- 
dent's message from congress was due to 
the recent cablegram from Generai Fitz 
Lee, our consul general at Havana, adv.sing 
that if the message contemplated armed 
intervention it be deferred until all Ameri- 
cans in Cuba could leave the island. He 
stated that the exodus could be completed 
by the 10th instant. 

‘“‘Members of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee of the senate and house upon being 
shown this dispatch have promptly con- 
curred in ta* opinion of the president and 
the cabinet that the message should be 
delayed until next Monday. The utmost 
confidence ig felt by the administration and 


ment of General Lee in any emergency. 

‘The rumors of disturbances in Havana 
are not confirmed, but the comlitions there 
are extremely threatening. Consul General 
Lee ig still at his post and will remain 
there until all Americans are safe. The 
president’s message has only been changed 
in that it will ask congress to authorize 
‘and direct immediate intervention. Other- 
wise the message will stand as héretofore 
outlined and as The Post stated on Tues- 
day morning. It will be of such a vigo- 
rous, ringing character as to meet the fuli 
expectations of congress and the country. 

“It will INEVITABLY MBEAN WAR. 
Hostilities can only be averted by Spain 
herself declaring the independence of Cuba 
and yielding her sovereign power over the 
island, 

“Negotiations with Spain have not been 
reopened by the United States and will not 
be, The queen regent has not sent~a per- 
sonal message to the president making a 
new proposal for peace. With the influence 
now at work through foreign diplomatic 
channelg to bring about a settlement of 
the difficulties between Spain and her re- 
bellious subjects in Cuba, this government 
has absolutely nothing to do. 

“The administration and congress stand 
pledged to the freedom of Cuba and will 
accept no solution that does not involve 
the withdrawal of Spanish troops from 
the island and the hauling down of the 
Spanish flag. 

“The five great powers have not sent @ 
joint ‘note to the United States counsel- 
ling against war. Mediation of any sort 
has not«been offered to this government 
and will not be accepted.”

CENSUS WILL BE RFCEIVED 


The School Book Report Will Be Con- 
sidered and May Be Adopted 
by the Board. 


The board of education will meet this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in the Boys’ High 
school building. It is the regular monthly 
meeting of the board, and it promises to be 
an unusually interesting session’ A num- 
ber of important matters will be brought to 
the attention of the members. and it is 
thought that action will be taken on most 
of them. The report of Superintendent Sla- 
ton will contain matters of moment, and 
will be a complete review of the work done 
im the schools during the past month. 

Superintendent Slaton will call the atten- 
tton of the board to the fact that the school 
system of this city is keeping abreast of 
the times and compares favorably with the 
schools of Washington, Philadelphia and 
other northern cities, in despite the fact 
that the northern cities devote a much 
larger amount of money to education than 
does Atlanta. 

In the Washington schools the enrollment 
of pupils is three times larger than the 
Atlanta enrollment. Washington appropri- 
ates eight times more money for education- 
al purposes than this city. The members of 
the board are convinced that Atlanta should 
do more for the schools. 

The report of the committee on textbooks, 
composed of the principals of-the grammar 
schools, has handed its report ‘to the com- 
mittee on books and teachers, and it will 
probably be laid before the board at the 
meeting this afternoon. There are two re- 
ports, one from the committee proper and 
the other from the minority. The princi- 
pals failed to agree on books, and it was 
suggested that a minority report be handed 
in. This was done. 

The report of the census takers has been 
handed to Super.ntendent Slaton, and he 
will present {t to the board of education this 
afternoon. The report will show an in- 
crease among the school children in every 


| ward of the city, and a general increase of 


about 2,000. 

At the hast meeting of the board mention 
was made of a machine which was at the 
time in the city. It was a patent arrange- 
ment for the use of classes in physics or 
chemistry. It contains stills, engines, bat- 
teries, siphons and all manner of chemical 
appliances. The board has investigated the 
machine, and a report-will be made this 
afternoon. Several of the members are in 
favor of buying the machine for use in the 
Boys’ High school, and if it is found that 
money can be spared from the general fund, 
the purchase will probably be made.

Present at the “siege and final cap- 
ture of Cawnpore,’’ on 24th of December, 
1857, under Sir Colin Campbell; the severe 
engagement at the bridge of Fattegurh, 
29th of ‘December, 1857; then at the city of 
Fattegurh; at Kan Kuhr,” and then a 
whole page or two of other battles In that 
land of cobras and sepoys and tigers, com- 
ing away after all in triumph and tho 
proud possessor of the ‘“‘Indian medal.’ 
This metal means faithful service and 
soldierly endurance and valor; perfect ser- 
vice in the camp, on the march and in the 
presence of the enemies of his queen, But 
his service as a British soldier reached back 
to the Crimea and there the veterans 
“battery No. 2 Royal Artillery’’ belched 
shot and shell over the field of Balaklava, 
against the ‘Malakoff and the Redan, until 
“the guns of the camps allied grew weary 
of bombarding.”

Emory Speer declares that the Spaniard

Over his own signature ‘the judge recites

“I believe,” says he, “that this js de- 
manded by that benevolence and human- 
ity which is a benignant characteristic of 
our countrymen. I have said, and I be- 
lieve, tk-. this moral responsibility upon 
wy wf etronger for the reason that we are 
and because of the Monroe doctrine, we 
will permit no trans-oceanic nation to in- 
tervene with such show of force as might 
be necessary to save the lives of those 
hapless creatures in Cuba who have not 
yet been tortured out of existence by the 
reckless and ruthless military orders of 
Weyler and his successors.”’ 

A Jurist’s Opinion of MainreéDisaster. 


The most remarkable art of Judge 
Speer’s letter is that in which his judl- 
cial mind passes upon the responsibility 
for the Maine disaster. Says he: 

“I purposely omit to consider the de- 
struction of our noble national ship in a 
Spanish harbor, and the massacre of its 
crew, although I am satisfied that no man 
accustomed to weigh evidence and esti- 
mate its value can have a fair doubt that 
this was done by stealthy treachery as de- 
liberate, malignant and cruel as any of 
which the blackest annals of the past give 
an account. I believe, however revolting 
as it was, and infuriating as it is to every 
true American, that the destruction of the 
Maine is by no means the controlling fact 
which will compel the American people 
to determine that the Spaniard Bust go.” 

Summing up his conclusions, Judge Speer 
says: 

“It {is our obligation in the sight of God 
and man to put a stop to his devilish mis- 
rule on this side of the Atlantic. I do not 
wish for war. It ts now as ever the ultima 
ratio regum,-and if we must fight the Span- 
lard, and fight him we must if he does not 
get out of this hemisphegye, it is not for 
what ne has done, but for what he may 
do and will do if he is permitted to remain. 
His presence on an American island is 
like a poisonous thorn. rankling in the 
flesh. We must extract it, gently if we 
can, forcibly if we must.”’

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CUBANS WOULD 


RESIST MOVEMENT 


Intervention Without Recognition Cubans 
Will Net Tolerate. 


STATEMENT FROM THE JUNTA 


United States Army Invading Island 
Must Fight for Free Cuba. 


THEY WOULD ONLY THEN BE WELCOMED 


But Should They Come Otherwise They 
Would Be Antagonized by the 
Insurgents. 


New York, April 6.—The- Cuban junta, 
through its counsel, Horatio 8S. Rubens, 
made an important statement today. It 
declared in the most unequivocal language 
that the Cuban provisional government 
and the Cuban army would reject absolute- 
ly intervention by the United States unless 
it should be preceded bya recognition of 
the independence of the Cuban republic; 
that if the United States persisted in in- 
tervening without recognizing Cuban inde- 
pendence the Cuban government and mil- 
itary forces would refuse to co-operate; 
and that if United States troops should be 
sent to Cuba upon the basis of interven- 
tion without recognition, the Cuban army 
would in the last resort turn its army 
against the United States. The statement 
made by Mr. Rubens was preceded by the 
following: 

“The declaration I am about to make is 
official, for I am the legal representative 
of the junta, and I know their -unaltera- 
ble convictions and position. It is in line 
with the utterances of the delegate of the 
Cuban provisional government to the Unit- 
ed States, Thomas Estrada Palma, when 
suggestion was made that this government 
should counsel the Cubans, and if néces- 
sary, coerce them to an acceptance of au- 
tonomy.” 

After quoting from the address to the 
people of the United States, issued by Mr. 
Palma on March I7th, Mr. Rubens says: 

“In the face of the present proposal of 
intervention without previous recognition 
it is necessary for us to go a step farther 
and say that we must and will regard 
such intervention as nothing less than a 
declaration of war by the United States 
against the Cuban revolutionists. 

“If intervention should take place on 
that basis and the United States shall land 
an armed force on Cuban soil, we shall 
treat that force as an enemy to be op- 
posed and if possible, expelled so long as 
the recognition of a free Cuban republic 
is withheld. I do not mean to gay that the 
Cuban army will assemble on the coast 
to resist the landing of federal troops, but 
that it will rernain in the interior, refusing 
to co-operate, declining to acknowledge any 
American authority, ignoring and rejecting 
the intervention to every possible extent. 
Should the United States troops succeed in 
expelling the Spanish; should the United 
States then declare a protectorate over the 
island—however provisional or tentative— 
and seek to extend jts authority over the 
government of Cuba and the army of lib- 
eration, we would resist with force of arms 
as bitterly and tenaciously as we have 
fought the armies of Spain. 

“lt was 1 who, yesterday, from the most 
trustworthy private sources of information, 
conveyed to the newspaper reporters the 
forecast of the burden of the president's 
message—intervention without recognition 
of independence. The forecast has been 
confirmed by subsequent public advices, 
and the accuracy of any information in 
this particular should give authority to 
the information, even more- important, 
which 1 am now to divulge. 

“It has been in my possession for many 
hours, and I] have hesitated between my 
duty as an American citizen on the one 
hand and on the other as the legal repre- 
sentative of the Cuban junta; but I regard 
the time as now arrived when I must make 
these facts known. : 

Say There Is Collusion. 

“T have it from Spanish authority high in 
official circles that the whole course now 
proposed by the president is in pursuance 
of an understanding between Washington 
and Madrid, the object of which is to gse- 
cure peace in Cuba through Cuban accept- 
ance of Spanish autonomy, without the 
shedding ot a drop of American blood or 
the expenditure of another dollar of Ameri- 
can money. 

“See how perfectly the proposals with 
this light upon them are adapted to work 
out to that end; the evidence alone is al- 
most sufficient to prove the accuracy of 
my information, which runs thus: 

“It has been agreed between Spain and 
the United States that this government, 
while declaring for intervention, shall re- 
fuse to recognize the independence of 
Cuba, It is mutually hoped by the two 
governments that the Cubans will then} 
become convinced that the object for which 
they have been figting all these years— 
independence—cannot be obtained, and that 
they will accept perforce, first an armi- 
stice, and eventually autonomy under the 
Spanish flag. A part of the programme is 
that congress shall empower the president 
to intervene, but shall not direct him to 
do so. The object of this will be to gain 
ample time in which to persuade the 
Cubans to make terms directly with Spain. 

“T assert again that this information is 
trustworthy, and it explains what has 
seemed inexplicable—the optimistic tone 
still observable among prominent officials 
both at Washington and Madrid, despite 
the strong sentiment for forcible interven-

tion prevailing both throughout the nation 
and in congress. Incidentally also, it ac- 
counts for the tone of the stock market, 
both here and abroad, and the’ apparent 
firmness of Spanish securities. 

‘The Cubans are already fairly informed 
of this entente between the Spanish and 
American governments, veiled as it is by 
every semblance of an open rupture; and I 
speak with full authority in saying that 
the Cubans in the field can be relied upon 
to resist all overtures of peace unaccom- 
panied by complete independence. The Cu- 
bans will not trust the United States first

Rubens Explains Statement. 
This evening Mr. Horatio S. Rubens, 


counsel to the Cuban junta, supplemented | 


his utterances of this afternoon with this 
written statement over his signature: 

“The statement appearing over my name 
in the evening papers was based on the indl- 
cations appearing, that the object of the 
United States in refusing to recognize 
the independence of Cuba was to annex 
the island to the United States. It was in 
view of this fact that I expressed the 
determination of the Cuban army to re- 
sist. We would, of course, welcome the 
American army to aid us in achieving our 
indeperdence.” 

Discussed by Congressmen. 

Washington, April 6.—The statement of 
Mr. Rubens, of New York, counsel for the 
Cuban junta, excited considerable interest 
among the members of the house. Mr. 
Henry, of Indiana, a member of the foreign 
affairs committee, said he cared nothing 
He favored 
the independence of the people of the 
island from Spanish dominion, but he did 
not believe it wise to recognize a govern- 
ment of which he had no knowledge except 
on paper. 

Mr. Berry, democrat, of Kentucky, a 
member of the foreign affairs committee, 
declined to credit the statement, but said: 

“If it is true, there are probably some 
bonds or some interests the junta Seeks to 
protect. But we will.know the truth. At 
my suggestion, Mr. Adams, acting chair- 
man of the committee, has decided to call 
Mr. Quesada, the representative of the 
junta in this city, before the committee 
tomorrow.”’ 

Mr. William Alden Smith, vf Michigan, 
of the foreign affairs committee: ‘I shall 
be disappointed if the action ef our gov: 
ernment does not contemplate the recogni- 
tion of the Cuban insurgents and the gov- 
ernment established by Maceo, Garcia and 
Gomez, which now exercises jurisdiction 
over a considerable portion of the island, 
and has for its president an honorable and 
patriotic Cuban, Mr. Masso. They have 
earned this recognition from us, and it 
should not be grudgingly given if extended 
at all. Those who have oppused Cuba 
from the first are now endeavoring to dic- 
tate the policy to be pursued by the United 
States, and [I hope they will fail. The 
wrong remedy would be worse than noth- 
ing, and I snali not be a party to any 
action which does not contemplate abso- 
lute independence from Spanish rule.” 

Mr. Quigg, republican, of New York, also 
a member of the foreign affairs committee, 
said the views and purposes of the Cuban 
junta did not seem to him to have any 
relation to the obligations of the United 
States government. 

“So far as my action as a representative 
is concerned,” said he, “it will not be de- 
termined from the point of view of the 
interests of the Cuban junta. I am not 
sending American citizens off to be shot at 
in order to give value to the junta’s issues 
of bonds. f my vote is finally given in 
favor of a war against Spain, the ruling 
consideration with me will be the interests 
of the American people. I do not think 
the time has come to recognize a political 
status in Cuba, or to declare for or against 
any existing combination of persons as a 
government there. We should, however, 
declare the people of Cuba to be independ- 
ent of the government of Spain, and if 
necessary I think we should employ our 
land.and naval forces to give validity to 
our declaration.”

Our South American Trade. 

If the trade relations which exist be- 
tween the United States and Argentina 
fairly represent the trade relations 
Which exist between the. United States 

nd other wth American countries 

mw 6there is good reason for the movement 
+ which has recently been started in the 
» @ast to bring the two extreme portions 
of the western hemisphere into closer 
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the assumption that these figures are 
correct is it not high time for the United 
States to be bestirring herself? 

For several reasons we should have 
the trade of the various countries to the 
south of us. In the first place we de- 
serve it on the score of merit. Indus- 
trially, we head the world’s list. Our 
products bear the stamp of recognized 
superiority, and if Great Britain can lay 
aside her prejudice and purchase many 
of her goods from us, surely there is 
hope that we may yet be able to secure 
the trade of the various countries to the 
south of us. In the second place, there 
is-much in common between the two 
extreme portions of the hemisphere. 
Democratic government is the pride and 
heritage of both, and both are drawn 
together in the close community of in- 
terests which must necessarily exist be- 
tween republics of the same great hem- 
isphere. Still again, the distance inter- 
vening between the ports of North and 
South America is much less than the 
distance intervening between the ports 
of South America and Europe. In the 
light of these various considerations it 
does seem that if the proper steps were 
taken in the matter success could hardly 
fail to crown the efforts of our business 
men to bring about closer trade relations 
between the two portions of the hemi- 
sphere. 

If the countries to the south of us can 
trade to better advantage in this market 
why should they purchase the bulk of 
their supplies in Europe? What they 
need ig to have the merits of our prod- 
ucts brought before them and when they 
once see that we can discount giy other 
country in the marked superiority of 
these products, they will not hesitate 
to trade with us. Much gocd will un- 
doubtedly result from the pan-American 
congress to be held in this country next 
year, and our people should do all in 
their power to make its deliberations 
succesgful. 


»... 


Our Trade with Cuba. 


While our sympathy for Cuba in her 
present struggle is based upon consid- 
erations of humanity and justice purely, 
still there are other grave considerations 
which cannot be ignored at this time. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities in Cu- 
ba, some three years ago, our trade 
exports to that island have ceased al- 
most entirely. In recent months we 
have consigned large shipments of pro- 
visions and supplies to Cuba free of 
charge, but otherwise our commercial 
dealings with the island have been 
meager. 

As the result of the existing struggle, 
we have met with heavy loss. ‘To quote 
from data recently compiled by one of 
our leading trade journals, we exported 
to Cuba in 1893 machinery supplies of 
different kinds aggregating in value 
$6,000,000; in 1897, we fell so far behind 
that our total shipments in this line ag- 
gregated only $350,000. Of.sewing ma- 
chines alone, in 1893 we exported $95,- 
650: in 1827 we exported only $3,199. Of 
locomotive engines, in 1893 we exported 
$418,776; in 1897 we exported only $20,- 
638. Of stationary engines, boilers, etc., 
in 1893 we exported $452,936; in 1897 we 
exported only $36,767. Of saws and 
tools, in 1893 we exported $243,544; in 
1897 we exported only $34,686. 

These figures suffice, in some measure, 
to show the enormous decline which has 
taken place in our export trade with Cu- 
ba during the past few years. This in 


itself ccomstitutes sufficient ground for 


action on our part in the matter of de- 
manding that hostilities in Cuba cease. 

But the American people are not im- 
pelled by motives of self-interest in de- 
manding that Spain withdraw her troops 
from Cuba and restore peace to the 
island. In spite of the heavy commer- 
cial loss which they have suffered since 
the outbreak of hostilities they are im- 
pelled solely by motives of patriotism 
and humanity.

We do not 
criticise him for holding the office, and 
our comment on the reasons he gave at 
Athens for not resigning was but an 
examination of them, such as a news- 
paper is bound to miake for the informa- 
tion or entertainment of its readers. 

More than that, if Judge Atkinson 
were to seek our advice about the mat- 
ter, we should hesitate about giving Jt. 
In old times, the people were somewhat 
sensitive about such matters. Colonel 
Candler measured his action in resigning 
by political canons that were in vogue 
years ago. Perhaps we have had new 
light on such matters; anyhow, the old 
times are no longer here. In short, such 
a question cannot be decided by a can- 
didate’s friends or by his opponents. He 
must decide it for himself alone.

A Horrible Disaster. 


Second in its frightful ravages only to 
the famous Johnstown, Pa., flood of 
1889, which carried off 2,000 lives and 
destroyed property to the amount of 
several million dollars, is the recent hor- 
rible disaster at Shawneetown, IIl., 
caused by the overflow of the Ohio river. 

When the first announcement of the 
inundation came to hand it was gener- 
ally supposed that in the hurry and ex- 
citement incident to the affair some er- 
rors might have crept into the figures, 
but later news dispatches have confirmed 
the information which the earlier ones 
eontained, and made it evident that the 
appalling figures have not been in the 
least exaggerated. To briefly summar- 
ize the damage caused by the invading 
flood, it appears that some two hundred 
victims lost their lives outright, and that 
out of the number who escaped death at 
least one thousand were bereft of homes. 
Prior to the inundation, Shawneetown 
enjoyed the well-earned prominence of 
being one of the oldest and most thriv- 
ing communities in Illinols. Its wide- 
awake inhabitants lived in comfortable 
homes, and numbered in the aggregate 
2.000 souls. But since the horrible af- 
fair of last Sunday, its existence has 
been almost completely wiped out. Never 
before in any similar catastrophe has de- 
struction been more thorough. 

While in the frightful wreck at Johns- 
town, Pa., the aggregate amount of dam- 
age wrought by the invading flood was 
much greater than the aggregate amount 
of damage wrought by the overflow of 
the Ohio river at Shawneetown, II1., Still 
it appears from the best information 
which can be obtained that the per cap- 
ita amount of damage in the latter case 
is much greater than the per capita 
amount of damage in the former case, 

In comparison with the tragic loss of 
life and property at Shawneetown, IIl., 
last Sunday, most battles possess little 
danger. 

Is the country to be forever menaced 
by the constantly recurring floods in the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys? Is there 
no remedy for the destruction which 
follows in their dreaded wake? 
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What Senor Alas Says. 

We must pause in tne midst of our 
hostile preparations to admire the calm 
equipoise with which one of the leading 
military lights of Spain, Senor Genaro 
Alas, discusses.the gravity of the exist- 
ing crisis. 

Senor Alas employs none of the extrav- 
agant bravado whidh is characteristic of 
his fellow countrymen, but with the 
utmost candor and sobriety, observes that 
Spain is not prepared for difficulties with 
this country, and that, if she permits 
herself to be hurried into war, she must 
be ready to accept the consequences, 

In the first place Senor Alas calls 
attention to the marvelous reserve 
strength of the United States, and de- 
clares that while in the beginning Spain 
might be victorious, she could not pos- 
sibly expect to be victorious in the end. 
He cites the fact that when the south 
seceded from the union some thirty-sev- 
en years ago there still remained under 
the jurisdiction of the federal govern- 
ment enough states to put into the field 
2,000,000 troops; and he argues that if 
this country possessed so much reserve 
strength at that time, when its territory 
wags divided and its population much 
less, it is prudent to beware of its re- 
serve strength at this time, when its ter- 
ritory is united and its population much 
greater. 

In the second place, Senor Atas argues 
that if Spain becomes involved in diffi- 
culties with the United States she will 
not only suffer grievous injuries in the 
destruction of her naval outfit together 
with the loss of Cuba, but that Porto 
Rico and the Philippines will seize the 
opportunity which war with the United 
States will offer to throw aside the yoke 
of Spain. With this conviction deeply 
rooted in his mind Senor Alas endeavors 
to dissuade his fellow countrymen from 
rushing headlong into difficulties which 
cannot fail to terminate disastrously 
to Spain. 

He declares that bravery and patriot- 
ism are not traits unknown to Spanish 
character, but that such traits are also 
common to Americans, and that in spite 
of the utmost zeal and perserverance 
which Spaniards might exhibit in the 
heat of battle, disastrous failure could 
not be averted in: the long run. If 
Spain listens to the timely admonition 
of this-wise councilor whose statesman- 
ship and courage are both equally con- 
ceded, she will not jeopardize her inter- 
ests by challenging the wrath of the 
United States. 
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Li Hung Chang’s Danger. 

Several months ago our sympathies 
were deeply stirred by the announce- 
ment that the famous Chinese diplomat 
and statesman, Li Hung Chang, was 
in danger of forfeiting his pigtail for 
some offense which he had given to the 
Chinese government; but now it seems 
that our venerated friend is in danger 
of forfeiting not only his aforesald pig- 
tail, but also the enlarged intelectual 
bump from which it hangs. | 

While we have our hands full enough 
at present without increasing the weight 
of our embarrassment, we cannot resist 
the inclination to assure our venerated 
friend of the profound concern which we 
feel for his personal security. 

But what isthe peculiar grievance 
which is laid upon the shoulders of Chi- 
na’s most distinguished public servant? 
Is it possible that Li Hung Chang has 
committed any wrong from the penalties 
of which his life-long labors for the 
building up of China do not rightfully 
exempt him? ace 

To make the explanation -brief and to 
the point, it seems that Li Hung Chang 
is charged with the atrocious crime of 
having .sold to Russia the interests 
which that power has recently acquired 
in China. Who the accuser is does not 
appear from the meager information 
which has come to hand, but he de- 
clares that the Chinese foreign office has

The average Chinese is so constituted 
mentally that appeals to the emotional 
or sentimental phase of his character 
almost invariably prove futile, and if 
Li Hung Chang is found gnilty of the 
charge preferred against him, it will be 
the height of folly for his intercessors 
to implore the government for mercy. 
There will be no mercy for him; and in 
spite of the sublime work which he has 
wrought for China, his treatment at the 
hands of the authorities will be the same 
as that accorded to any common individ- 
ual under like circumstamees. 

But Li Hung Chang is innocent. Of 
this there can be no rational doubt, In 
the first place his own private fortune, 
which is princely in its size, removes 
him absolutely from the sphere of sor- 
did or mercenary interest; and in the 
second place, his well-established char- 
acter makes any charge against his mor- 
al principles wholly without warrant. 
Integrity ig written upon every action of 
Li Hung Chang’s career. In statesman- 
ship he is the peer of either Gladstone 
or Bismarck, and in the elements of 
real greatness he is perhaps the great- 
est figure in the whole range of China’s 
history. What other product of the 
empire from Confucius down has ac- 
complished more toward its elevation 
and enlightenment? 

Li Hung Chang's pigtail is safe, and 
so is his bump of sagacity.

The Confederate Home. 


The newspapers of Atlanta and else- 


where have published the story of the 
failure of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy to buy the home at legal sale, on 
which occasion Mr. E. G. Willingham, of 
Atlanta. bid a larger amount than that 
offered by the women, which was 
enough to cover the debts against the 
home. 

The Constitution published yesterday 
an interview with Mr. Willingham in 
which he stated that his bid was prompt- 
ed by business considerations, and that 
the sentimental side of the transaction 
did not appeal to him, The Comnstitu- 
tion was amazed at the coolness with 
which Mr. Willingham defended his bid 
against the Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy, and all who read the report of the 
sale, and Mr. ‘Willingham’s statement, 
no doubt joined in our surprise. 

This morning it is announced in behalf 
of the trustees that Mr. Willingham 
raised the bid of the women at the re- 
quest of the committee of the board 
having the sale in charge—a most re- 
markable statement, and yet one which 
must, of course, be accepted. ‘The ex- 
planation of the commissioners and of 
Mr. Willingham appears in our local 
columns today. Sufficé it to say here 
that the committee from the Daughters 
of the Confederacy knew nothing what- 
ever of the matter until yesterday, and 
the chagrin and disappointment were, un- 
der the circumstances, entirely natural.

Fie, gentlemen! Don't let the hope of 
silencing her batteries lead you to be so 
ungallant. Such personal attacks on men 
are coarse, but inexcusable and unpardon- 
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Some years ago a distinguished general 
whom Georgia has occasion not to forget 
remarked that “war is hell,”’ and the say- 
ing has been quoted so often since then 
that most people have heard of it or read 
of it, but mo one has ever yet disputed it. 
In fact its author had a personal experi- 
ence which justifies the public-in accepting 
his word, and all Georgians who have had 
any knowledge of his military methods will 
indorse him from personal experiences of 
their own. War was hell in Georgia under 
Sherman, and war ‘has always been hell in 
Cuba under the rule of the Spaniards. But 
occasionally it takes war to defeat war and 
it sometimes happens that the best way to 
overcome the modern hades of which Sher- 
man speaks is to smother the devils who 
create it in the fumes of their own sulphur. 

Just now the people—the plain and com- 
mon people whom Judge Atkinson says 
do not exist—want to fight. They were will- 
ing to do that some time back, when every 
daily newspaper brought to them fresh in- 
telligence of outrages committed in the 
name of war in Cuba, and they talked 
briskly, but somewhat indefinitely of what 
ought to be done about it. For war in 
Cuba then was worse than hell. But the 
newspapers veiled their accounts of what 
was going on in that unhappy island with 
reports of diplomatic happenings in Wash- 
ington and Madrid, and the people began 
to believe that perhaps in the end diplo- 
macy would win. They waited while yel- 
low fever germs from the cesspools of Ha- 
vana climbed upon our shores and attack- 
ed our people. They writhed with punc- 
tured pride when Minister De Lome ca!led 
President McKinley a boor and a cheap 
politician, for every good American citizen 
—like the man who beat his wife—is jeal- 
ous of the prerogatives which he feels be- 
long solely to thimself. But President Mc- 
Kinley seemed willing to let  dip- 
lomacy settle that, too, and the people 
thought of Andrew Jackson and Jim 
Blaine and went on trying to reconcile their 
consciences with their newspapers. 


Then the (Maine, anchored by diplomacy 
over a mine, blew up. 

It doesn’t matter much that she was not 
Quite totally destroyed and that some of 
those on board of her escaped. It wasn’t 
the fault of the yellow-skinned murderers 
that they did. But when the echo of that 
explosion reached these shores and the 
Peoplé, stunned for a moment by the 
shock, appreciated fully what had. hap- 
pened, right then and there the United 
States declared war against Spain. Deep 
down in the patriotic heart of every good 
American citizen the deliberate declaration 
was made, and nothing that congress or the 
president thas done or is doing or ever 
will do ean change it. They may 
have strengthened it a trifle when they 
began to talk about shaking dice with 
Spain over a possible money indemnity, but 
that shadow, thank God, is passed. 

And how patient they have been! With- 
out complaint they have permitted the 
great minds at Washington to settle among 
themselves the delicate question of how 
they ought to begin tHe fight. To the stu- 
pid inteligencé of those who are just learn- 
ing their first lessons in diplomacy, it has 
seemed that the blowing up of the Maine 
was excuse enough, and they have mar- 
veled as they watched how great was the 
genius required to inaugurate the war go 
as not to-htrt the feelings of the Spaniards. 
It has never made much difference to them 
whether war was precipitated by recogniz- 
ing Senor Palma, by armed intervention, 
by sending food to the reconcentrados, or by 
the simple and old-fashioned method of 
ducking the first Spaniard caught into the 
red waters of the Potomac. It all meant 
the same thing. But with every passing 
day the big public heart has been swelling 
with a fire of resentment that would burst 
into flame this morning if the news from 
Washington did not at last hold out some 
hope of ultimate action on ‘the part of: an 
edministration which seems to put more 
faith in diplomacy than in dynamite. 


Diplomacy in itself is a simple thing. It 
ie the art-ef man who holds two pairs 
against three of a kind, and we all admire 
the skill with which he plays his game. But 
sooner or later the cards must be shown. 
It is the art of the man who wants to re- 
new a note at a bank, and in times like 
these we love him for his ingenuity if he 
succeeds. But some day the note will have 
to be met. Diplomacy ts the weapon of the 
man who wants something and who has 
more time than any other asset to give in 
exchange for it. George Washington was 
not a diplomat. Neither was Abraham Lin- 
coln, nor Andrew Jackson, nor Zachery 
Taylor, nor Robert Fitzsimmons, or anybo- 
dy else in the fighting line. But a careful 
perusal of history shows that they usually 
got what they went after, or came back 
with an acceptable excuse for not get- 
ting it. 

And what has diplomacy availed Presi- 
dent McKinley and his advisers in the pres- 
ent disturbance?? Has the public pulse be- 
gun to beat with less patriotic fervor? 
Have the people cooled off? Nota bit. But 
while Assistant Secretary of State Day has 
been exchanging diplomatic messages with 
Premier Sagasta, and being delightfully out- 
witted by that ancient professional in 
the business, the Spaniards have been 
buying .‘warships, recruiting an army, 
cuddling up to the other monarchial na- 
tions of Europe, borrowing pesetas upon 
the Cuban tobacco crop of the year 2631, 
and arranging, by the distribution of more 
dytamite beneath Havana harbor for the 
reception of future American warships sent 
their on missions friendly or otherwise. And 
all the while the rust is deepening upon the 
armor plate of the Maine; all the while 
her gallant body is sinking deeper and 
deeper into the yellow grave to which diplo- 
macy assigned her; all the while American 
seamen are furnishing food for the sharks. 

What holds McKinley” 

No matter how much one hears or reads 
about the various plans and pretexts which 
the administration is digesting in its efforts 
to find some excuse for war with Spain 
that will suit Spain, every man knows 
deep in his own soul of souls that the black 
tragedy of the Maine ts enough.

The commissioners have labored faith- 
fully to reach this point, but their work 
is not yet finished. They need $5,000 more 
than they have to make the exhibit one 
of which Georgians will be proud, and 
which will do the state lasting good.

pine, as was originally intended, because 
{t must be finished by May 20th, and there 
is not time to get the material together, 
ship it west .and have the building erected.

' tions since the World's fair. The doors, 
window frames and the interior will be of 
Georgia pine. however, and the state’s great 
forests of pine will be handsomely §illus- 
trated.

Georgia was late 
in making her application for space, but 
she did not fare badly at all. Indeed, the 
Georgia building has about as desirable a 
site as could have been selected if the 
state had had the first choice. It will 
stand between the New York building and 
one of the main buildings, and everybody 
who goes to the exposition will see it. Ex- 
Governor Northen says that the state’s ex- 
hibit will be used as the nucleus to drew 
upon the exhibits which they had at Nash- 
ville to supplement Georgia’s display. Gov- 
ernor Northen is now engaged in getting 
up other material to add to the display. 
The exposition opens June .st. Everything 
must be in place before June 20th, but 
fruits, grain and vetegtabl’s can be added 
to from time to time. The bulk of all 
exhibits must be in place by May 2th. As 
they are only seven weeks in which to do 
the greater part of the work, no time can 
be lost. It will take ten days at the least 
to ship the exhibit and get it placed at 
the exposition grounds ready for unpack- 
ing.

Say They Joined Uncle Sam’s Navy 
for Patriotic Reasons—They Will 
Be Assigned to Duty on 
Training Ship in Nor- 
folk Today. 


He Refuses To Say Where He Will 
Locate the Large Body of Reserve 
Troops To Be Sent Here. 
News of the Local 
Preparations. 


Explain Why They Requested Mr. 
. Willingham To Bid for the Home. 
He Says There.Is More Be- 
hind Story, but Won't 
Give Details. 


Sixty-six naval recruits passed through 
the city early yesterday morning in charge 
of Chief Engineer H. H. Webster en route 
from Galveston to Norfolk, where they will 
be placed aboard the distributing ship 
Franklin, preparatory to entering active 
eervice in the United States navy. 

They were all enlisted in Texas, and with 
two exceptions are native born Americans, 
The two foreigners have their naturaliza- 
tion papers and have lived in this country 
for a number of years. They were asleep 
when they arrived in the city and were not 
awakened, but Chief Engineer Webster 
stated that they were as fine a body of 
men in appearance as any he had ever 
seen. 

The officer who is in command of the re- 
cruits is Lieutenant Commander Haléy, 
who left Chief Engineer Webster with the 
recruits and went direct to Cleveland, O., 
with the medical examiners. A recruiting 
¢ ' station will be established. at that point, 
with headquarters in the custom ‘house. 
This station will be opened next Saturday. 

Chief Engineer Webster occupied a berth 
in the Pullman car for regular passengers, 
but the recruits were all in two special 
cars belonging to the Texas Pacific rail- 
road. Boatswain J. J. Killin is the war- 
rant officer for the recrufts and will re- 
main in the car with them until Norfolk is 
reached. 

As soon as the recruiting station was 
opened in Galveston men from all classes 
and practically in all conditions of life 
offered their gervices to the government. 
They were found to be exceptionally fine 
men, both physically and mentally. 72 per 
cent passing the severe examinaticns sub- 
jected by the officers and surgeone. 

They were not loafers and men who had 
been ouc of positions for months, it is 
said, but are men of responsibility, if not 
of prominence. From what is said by the 
officer in charge it is evident that the men 
enlisted more for a patriotic desire to aid 
the United States in the conflict with Spain, 
which once seemed certain, than anything 
else. 

The government was determined to have 
the recruits reach the battleships as soon 
as possible and hurried them off as soon as 
a large enough number had been obtained. 
The Atlanta and West Point train, on 
which the men were brought to this city, 
reached Atlanta yesterday morning one 
hour and forty minutes late, 

In order to reach Norfolk as soon as pos- 
sible the Southern train, which was due.to 
leave this city at 11:00 o’clock last night, 
was held and did not leave the city uatil 
the late train arrived.

heartened at the fact that even one man 
was opposed to their rescuing the home. 

Mr. Willingham was asked about his did 
when it was learned that he was working 
for the Daughters of the Confederacy and site 
he replied: , 

“T cannot tell; I have no explanation to 
make. I have. promised I would not say 
anything about the bid and I cannot do so. 
lt will be explained in time and when it is 
somebody will feel worse than I do about 
it. It takes a strong man to stand up and 
face the firing, but I can do that, under 
the circumstances. I am in favor of the 
ladies having the home. I am a veteran. |] 
and my five brothers fought through the 
war and I think I should be with the ladies 
in the move.

These dissimilar statements were made in 
regard to the same act and within a dav 
of each other and when secrecy was not 
only uncalled for,.but alinost cruel. 

The situation which the action of the 
commissioners, Judge W. L. Calhoun, Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans and Dr.‘ R. D. 
Spalding, brought about is an unusual one, 

The following interesting unmuzzling of 
the secret was made public yesterday by 
the commissioners and their attorneys: 

‘“‘We are surprised to learn that Mr. 
Willingham has been censured and criti- 
cised by some for bidding on the confeder- 
ate home property in opposition to the 
Daughters of the Confederacy. 

‘Tne commissioners were acting under a 
decree of court—they were bound to sell the 
property at a reasonable price and to pre- 
vent a sacrifice of it. They had no right to 
buy it themselves or to sell it even to the 
patriotic and devoted Daughters of the 
Confederacy at a sacrifice. We consulted 
our attorneys and were told that we must 
protect the property or withdraw it. That 
we could not agree that any parties could 
buy it for less than a reasonable sum and 
that we were bound ‘to make it bring a fair 
price or withdraw it. To test the market, 
to give the public a fair chance, we offered 
the property for sale and at our request 
Mr. Willingham made the bid and did it 
to serve us. We did not want a possibly 
unfriendly hand to make a last bid at a 
price which would have. sacrificed the 
property and probably have givenis a law- 
Buit to get rid of him. The Daughters of 
the Confederacy now have an opportunity 
to treat with the trustees and obtain recog- 
nition of their plans by the court. Yours

At the meeting of the Atlanta chapter of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy yester- 
day morning the ladies were still in com- 
p’'ete ignorance of the reason for Mr. Wil- 
lingham’s bid. Expressions were made by 
them not altogether complimengary to Mr. 
Willingham, and in justice to him it {is 
thought that the ladies should have been 
told of the conduct of the commissioners by 


them. 

Even ag late as last night very few of 
the members of the chapter had heard the 
encouraging truth that lurked in the bid 
<--2e by Mr. Willingham. When teld of it 
their surprise and consternation was even 
greater than when the bid was first made 
at the sale. 

Mr. Willingham placed himself in an un- 
enviable position to favor the commis- 
sioners at their request. but for some rea- 
gon the knowledge of this fact was denied 
and did not protect him or his reputation 
in the opinions of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 

During the day as the change in the 
situation became known the censure quick- 
ly shifted from ‘Mr. Willingham to the 
commissioners, as the ladies fail to see 
fair treatment in the unique method of 
giving them secret aid.

He did not think the state should be ina 
hurry to ‘buy supplies, until it was known 
just what will be needed. The committee 
urged that the supplies will he needed by 
the troops even if there is no war. They 
wanted to go ahead and buy: the equip- 
ments and supplies, but the governor re- 
fused. When asked about the matter last 
night, Governor Atkinson said: 

“Nothing has yet been decided. Captain 
Brown’ will go to Washington in the event 
certain contingencies which may arise, 
it is impossible to say whether or not 
I have not yet read the recom- 
mendations of the advisory ‘board, and 
don’t Know what I will do about them. 
The report {s on my desk at my office, Duc 
I have not vet gone through It.” 

The governor at the meeting 
requesied the three members the com- 
mittee to remain over in Atlanta untill he 
had investigated and had formed an opin- 
ion as to the best to pursue. He is 
anxious to do the best that can done 
for the state military, but is uncertain 
about the wisdom of spending the entire 
for equipments, especially 
at time. lle will meet with the com- 
mittee thiS morning and discuss the matter 
fully, and may accept the recommendations 
of the advisory board, and allow the com- 
mittee ta purchase equipments. 

Colonel John §8. Candler, of the Fifth 
regiment, said yesterday that the equip- 
ments should ibe bought even if peace were 
a certainty, for he says the troops are in 
absolute need of such supplies. 

“Why, if I were to take my men out for 
one night’s work I would kill several of 
them with cold,” said Judge Candler. 
“There are about eighty overcoats for the 
600 men in my regiment to wear, and no 
biconkets. Then there are about elgbty 
raincvats. Every man ought to he well 
supplied with a blanket, overcoat, raincoat 
and utensils for cooking. We have no 
facilities for cooking in the field. If the 
soldiers were to go into service they would 
have to be fed on food well cooked, and 
that would be impossible at present.’’ 

The members of the advisory board com- 
mittee are hopeful that Governor Atkin- 
son will accept and act upon the recom- 
mendation of the board. The governor has 
assured them that he will do what is best 
for the good of the military of-the state, 
and they feel the utmost confidence in his 
ability to determine upon the wisest course.

The County Commissioners Hope Voters 
Will Ratify the Flest Contract

NO MOVE TO BUILO A COURTHOUSE 


All Action Looking to a Better Court- 
house Was Postponed Until the 
City Can Have the Matter 
Settled by an Elec- 
tion. 


The county boaré of commissioners ‘is 
unenimously in favor of submitting the 
courthouse-city hall trade to the vote ef 
the people, and a resolution looking toward 
temporary improvements on the present 
courthouse building was yesterday laid on 
the table and it was decided to await the 
action of the city and see if it is not possi- 
ble to secure a ratification of the trade by 
two-thirds of the registered voters. 

At the regular session of the board yes- 
terday afternoon Judge E. B. Rosser intro- 
duced a resolution asking that architects 
be employed to make plans for improve- 
ments on the courthouse, the plans and 
specifications to be submitted at the next 
Session of the board of commissioners. The 
resolution, which. was as follows, limited 
the amount to be expended to $50,000: 7” 

“Resolved, That the architects of this 
county be invited to submit plans and 
drawings to this board at its regular meet- 
ing in May to remodel the courthouse in 
order to enlarge the same so as to furnisn 
comfortable courtrooms and enlarge ‘the 
offices of the ordinary, clerk of the superior 
court, tax receiver and give rooms for 
the judges and solicitors, at a cost not to 
exceed $50,000, the architects making .the 
Pian accepted and adopted by the board 
to be rewarded by being allowed 5 per cent 
for supervising the work of construction.” 

The large audience that was present in 
the commissioners’ room had been expect- 
ing some action to be taken in regard to 
the courthouse-city hall litigation and 
every one listened intently to the resolution 
read by Judge Rosser, 

“Since the decision of the supreme court,”’ 
said Judge Rosser, ‘“‘which every member 
of the board has doubtless read, I believe it 
is proper that the board take action to se- 
cure the needed improvements for the 
courthouse. I have, therefore, introduced 
this resolution in order to make room for 
the county officials, who claim they are 
handicapped on account of the lack of 
space in the transaction of the work of 


their offices.”’ 
Motion to Table the Resolution. 
Commissioner Jack Spalding, who had lis- 
tened to the reading of the resolution, 
stated to the board that he wished to 
make a statement before the vote on the 


resolution was put. 

“I -have been expecting something like 
this,”” he said, ‘and I wish to say a few 
words about the situation before any di- 
rection is given the question. Before I 8: 
anything, however, I wish to make a mo- 
tion to table’the resolution. 

‘In regard to the decision of the fsur 
preme court about the trade between the 
county and city for the sale of the present 
courthouse, I do not regard this decision 
as finally disposing of the matter by any 
means, or as relieving this board from its 
duty as sworn officers of the law to pro- 
vide. a suitable, safe and proper court- 
house for the accommodation of the public 
and the necessary business of the courts 
and officers, 

“Long before any member who now sits 
upon this. board was elected, the several 
grand juries of this county passed resolu- 
tions pointing out the necessities for the 
new courthouse. Our predecessors pur- 
chased additional land for this purpose and 
the county had paid for and pow owns 
the same. When this board came into of- 
fice the crying necessity of the hour was 
the building of a new jail. This we have 
about done. We then set about securing a 
new eourthouse adequate to the present 
necessities of the county and those that 
could reasonably be expected to arise dur- 
ing a number of years in the future. We 
undertook to do this {n a way so as to 
burden the people with the least possible 
taxation, and -at the same time to also 
locate the county and the city public build- 
ings in such relation to each other as to 
greatly accommodate the public generally, 
and to facilitate public business. 


Why the Trade Was Made. 


“In order to accomplish both of these 
purposes, the trade between the county 
and city was made. This trade was not 
only approved by four out of five of the 
members of this board, but was approved 
by the mayor and a large majority of 
the city council of Atlanta. It is proper 
to state also that the individual members 
of this board ‘were encouraged and urged 
to enter into this trade by all the leading 
papers of the city through their columns,

“The manner of carrying out this tr 
has been decided by the supreme Taos 
to be prohibited by the constitution. put 
this decision states that this trade can be 
legally carried out if approved by a vote 
of two-thirds of the voters of the. city. 
There will be a bond election held in the 
city some time soon, and this question 
about the trade could be submitted at the 
same time if the city wuthorities see proper 
to do so. We certainly ought not to do 
anything which would prevent the city 
council from giving the matter this direc: 
tion, if it so desires; and until the council 
decides what course it will pursue jin the 
matter we ought not to take’ any action. 

If the trade to sell the courthouse to 
the city to be paid for in five annual in- 
Stallments is authorized by the voters of 
the city, then we can go forward with the 
money we have in hand and build_a court. 
house. If this js not done, the question 
then recurs as. to how we are going to re- 
lieve oursélves from the duty resting upon

In addition, 
Judge John S. Candler, judge of the crim-

In addition, all of these affidavits call at- 
tention to the fact that the present accom- 
modations are unsuited for the safety of 
the public records. 

“The fact that certain parties, who have 
lots which they desire to sell to the city 
on which to erect its city hall, have worked 
up opposition to locating the city hall and 
courthouse together, I do not believe has 
changed the public mind as to the advisa- 
bility of their being together. Certainly 
these efforts can tn nowise relieve this 
board from its duty to provide a proper 
courthouse. 

“The $100,000 now in hand has been raised 
from the taxpayers for this specific pur- 
pose for building this courthouse. There 
is the old jail site, the West Peachtree 
property, and perhaps other property, which 
could be used to supplement this, and my 
judgment is that after the city determines 
what it will do, that we should take the 
matter up and deal with it to the best 
advantage to the public with the means 
we have in hand.”’ 

Judge Palmer Gives Challenge. 

“Let me see that paper.” said Judge 
Palmer, addressing Commissioner Spalding. 
“IT can’t allow certain statements you made 
go unchallenged.’’ 

“I haven’t said anything that you could 
take exceptions to,’’ answered Commis- 
sioner Spalding. 

“You say that certain persons having 
city lots to sell have worked up opposition 
to the trade as was originally made,” 

“Yes I do say that,”’ said Commissioner 
Spalding, ‘‘and I believe what I sav to be 
true, but I do not see how that statement 
can offend you, as I do not say that Col- 
lier, Hunnicutt or any member of their 
counsel owned any lots or were interested 
in unloading any of the property on the 
city.’’

Will Leave It to the People. 

“T have always been anxious and eager 
to leave the question to the vote of the 
people,’”” said Judge Palmer. “That has 
been my position all along, und I am of 
the same opinion still.”’ 

‘Well, there is no issue between us,’’ said 
Commissioner Spalding, ‘‘as I am ready to 
leave the matter to the people. The su- 
preme court says in its decision that the 
trade is a good one for all parties concern- 
ed, and says that its execution will Be 
legal if two-thirds of the voters favor it. 
I am now ready for it to go before the 
people.” 

Judge Rosser said he would not insist 
on his resolution if there was yet hope of 
the original trade going through. 


‘There are all kinds of hopes,” said 


Commissioner Adair, ‘‘and I want to wait 


until the city takes some action.”

nues for the protection of the big water 
mains and the public driveways. 

These thoroughfares have been in a ter- 
rible condition for some time, and Mr. 
Brown has been working assiduously to 
have them repaired. He cites the fact that 
the avenues are important thoroughfares, 
and that unless repairs are made in the 
very near future great damnage might re- 
sult to the water mains. The citizens in 
that neighborhood have been kicking vigor- 
ously for some time on account of the im- 
passibility of the streets. The board decid- 
ed to request the city council to co-operate 
with the county board in rocking and im- 
proving the thoroughfares as requested by 
Mr. Brown. As the Howell Mills road is to 
be improved, this would make a fine drive- 
way to the city. 

At the first of the year the finance com- 
mittee of the council appropriated $8,000 to 
the water department for taps. Over half 
of this amount has already been expended, 
and the year only one-third advanced. 
Judge Hillyer, president of the board, called 
the attention of the commissioners to this 
fact yesterday, and asked Mayor Collier 
if the board could hope to get any part of 
the city hall fund for this department. 
The mayor replied he did not think the 
finance committee would consent to dissolve 
the fund until the June apportionment. 
The water department will not be able to 
make very many more taps, therefor@ un- 
till this date. 

President Hillyer has been investigating 
the amount of water used in the free ser- 
vices every year, and has found an alarm- 
ing waste, which the water board will take 
steps to remedy at once. He stated yes- 
terday that last year there was a difference 
of 82,000,000 gallons between the quantity 
pumped into the city and the quantity from 
which the city received revenue. Consid- 
ering the free services in the public schools, 
fires, etc., he stated fully 40,000,000 of this 
amount could not be accounted for and 
must evidently have been wasted. 

Judge Hillyer spoke very strongly in fa- 
vor of putting a Stop to such waste where 
the city gives free water, and advocated the 
putting in of meters in all public school 
bulldings, so that the amount of water used 
in these institutions could be estimated ac- 
curately. It is probable this course will be 
adopted.

Yesterday’s meeting of the committee 
was larger than usual, as the committees 
reported that the arrangements for the!

the committeemen expressed a determina- 
tion to keep things moving from now until 
the reunion is over.

Last night a meeting of the friends of 
Mr. Dempse Perkenson was held at his 
campaign headquarters on Marietta street.

your opponent sharing with you the advan- 
tage you possess of having daily access to 
the registration lists. and has not your 
whole course in this matter been prompted 
by a wish to use your official position to 
further vour own political ends?

Atlanta firms have won in the fight for 
the contract for the erection of the Mitchell

Grant Wilkins will get the contract for 
the steel construction at $47,598.

CITY COURT JUDGES 


County Commissioners Pass a Resolution 
Asking fora Yote. 


ASK THAT VOTE BE TAKEN 


Question May Come Up at the Primary 
This Month. 


COUNTY BOARD HOLDS A BUSY SESSION 


Many Matters of Interest and Import- 
ance Were Discussed Yester- 
day Afternoon. 


HE first movement looking to the elec- 

tion of the judges and solicitors of the 

city court of Atlanta by the people was 
made yesterday by the board of county 
commissioners, and a resolution asking that 
the question be placed before the voters at 
the primary April Zist, was unanimously 
adopted, 

The resolution was introduced by Commis- 
sioner Spalding, who prefaced the resolu- 
tion with a few pointed remarks. He said 
that no one could take exceptions to the 
resolution, as the present governor would 
6° out of office before the terms of city 
court judges expired, and no one could 
tell who would be gOvernor, so that the 
hew governor, now unknown to the board, 
could not possibly take offense. 

The resolution which was introduced and 
unanimously adopted, is as follows: 

‘Resolved, That we respectfuNy urge upon 
the executive committee of the democratic 
party of I ulton county to give the voters, 
at the primary to be held on April 2lst, an 
opportunity to express their wishes in the 
matter of electing the city court Judges and 
solicitors of the city court for Fulton coun- 


ty by votes of the people. 

“That we suggest that the ballots be 
printed by said executive committee have 
printed thereon the following: ‘In favor of 
electing the judges and solicitors of the 
city court of Atlanta by vote of the people;’ 
and also, ‘Against electing the judges and 
solicitors of the city court of Atlanta by the 
vote of the people.’ 

“That a copy of these resolutions be 
forthwith furnished to the chairman and 
Secretary of the democratic executive com- 
mittee for their action.’’ 

Commissioner Spalding said that the 
supreme court justices were now elected by 
the people, that a law was in course of 
preparation to secure the election of the 
superior court judges. 

“IT think it is only proper that all of these 
elections be conducted by the vote of the 
people,”’ Commissioner Spalding. 

“Suppose the people should indorse the 
election of the city court judges and solic- 
itors,"” asked Judge Palmer, “what would 
be the course you suggest to pursue?” 

“Why, we could see that a bill be put 
through the legislature providing for this, 
just as is done in all instances where the 
peopie have a_ wish,” Commissioner 
Spalding. 

The resolution was then 
unanimousiy caryied. 

Jail Will Be Ready in June. 

In making his report es chairman of the 
committee on public grounds and buildings. 
Commissioner Forrest Adair stated that 
work on the new jail had progressed more 
rapidly in March than in any month since 
the construction was begun. 

“Work is now progressing fast and sgat- 
isfactorily, and the building will be ready 
to be delivered to the county board June 
ist.”’ 

Chairman Walter R. Brown announced 
that affairs were progressing very satisfac- 
torily at the almshouse, and that a new 
fence would be placed around the county’s 
property. 

Commissioner Spaiding, chairman of the 
committee on public works, announced that 
Superintendent Donaldson was in the east, 
on a trip in which he was combining. pleas- 
ure with business. 

Work on Howell's mill road will be begun 
within a few days. This was, upon motion 
of Conrmissioner Adair, who stated that the 
road was used as much as any road leading 
into the city, and was badly in need of 
repairs. 

Rev. R. S. Stephenson Allowei $100. 

Commissioner Adair stated to the. board 
that Rev. R. S. Stephenson had been con- 
ducting religious services in the jail for four 
years with out any compensation. 

“We pay a minister $9 a year to preach 
to the inmates of the almshouse; we pay a 
similar amount to the minister who preach- 
es at the county farm, and I am in tavor of 
paving (Mr. Stephenson for his work at the 
jail 

“He has never asked for one cent of 
remuneration, and I believe it is but just 
and right that the amount be paid him.”’ 

The resolution was unanimously carried, 
and the clerk was instructed to pay the 
amount to Mr. Stephenson. 

Other Matters Before the Board. 

Judge George Hillyer appeared before the 
board to ask that Fourteenth street be ex- 
tended to the Howell’s mill road. The re- 
quest was referred to the committee having 
jurisdiction over these improvements.

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COLD LAST NIGHT 
SEVERE ON FRUIT 


Is Feared That Serious Injary Has Been 
Done in This Section. 


NO CLOUDS TO PREVENT FROST 


The Conditions Favored a Heavy Fall 
of Frost. 


THE CROPS SO FAR SAID TO BE UNINJURED 


Reports Show That Up to Yesterday 
No Big Damage Had Been Done 
by the Cold. 
Pun moon was the critical period to 
the farmers and fruit growers of Geor- 


gia for the cold was so severe that it is 
thought the fruit crop may have been Fe- 
riously damaged. Just how much frost 
fell over the state will not be known until 
today, but all night long the conditions 
for a heavy frost were very favorable. 
The temperature went to an extremely 
low mark and the skies were clear, with 
but little wind or clouds to keep off the 
frost, 

‘The \thermometer at midnight in an ex- 
posed place was 30 degrees, and at 2 o'clock 
this morning but Httle change was mani- 
festead in the mereury. 

The severe weather is just what the be- 
lievers in the effect of the Moon upon the 
earth contend is a natural consequence of 
the April full moon. According to the be- 
lievers in the moon theory the danger of 
severe cold weather will be ended after the 
present cold wave is over. 

Tidings of serious tamage 
crop of the state need not be surprising 
today. The reports from the different 
sectiong yesterday stated that the crop was 
so far undamaged, but that it wag feared 
that last night would bring severe injury 
to the fruit growers, 

A slight freeze touched Atlanta night be- 
‘fore last and yesterday morning ice and 
frozen greund surface were noticeable 
around the city. The weather bureau re- 
ported a temperature of 32% degrees, just 
about the freezing point, but the thermom- 
eters Were not exposed to the cold weather 
nearer the ground, 

ears are entertained in north Georgia 
that the crop there is seriously damaged 
by the frost of last Sunday morning. It 
is yet too early to teli the extent of the 
damage, but reports from the districts 
around Dalton and the ‘Tennessee line 
*state that the frost had a bad effect. 

Mr. J. B. Marbury, chief of the Atlanta 

weather bureau, stated yesterday that he 
expected vevere cold last night. He 
thought the temperature would be about 
the same as the night before, or probably 
cOlder, but was of the opinion that the 
same temperature would produce worse 
results because of the fact that there 
were no clouds or wind last night to keep 
off the visitation of frost. 
The Georgia section of the United States 
bureau of climate and crop service issued 
its first report or bulletin Tuesday and the 
papers were mailed yesterday. llereafter 
the bulletin will be jssued every week un- 
til the end of the fruit and crop season. 

The report is by far the most favorable 
ever issued at the first of the Beason by 
this seetion. lt shows that the farmers 
have begun their vear’s work under most 
favorable conditions and fully three weeks 
ahead of the usual time. The bulletin fol-

The 
stand of rice is not very g00d on account 
of dry Weather during the winter. 

“With the exception of temperature 
which has been rather low, and has slight- 
ly checked. the advance of growing vegeta- 
tion, the weather conditions during the 
past week have been most favorable, Crops 
are already showing the beneficial] influence 
of the recent rains, and should warm 
weather follow the rains a markeg im- 
provement will result.
